a. At/ (request, INS made a complete 

and thorough cnecK ot their files and records on Sub- 
ject, INS’ first record on Subject dates back only 
to 1961. INS has no record of HEINE having entered 
the USA in 1957, 1958, 1959, or 1960/ INS feels 
quite certain that their records are ‘accurate and 
would have reflected HEINE’S travels during the per- 
iod from 1957 through 1960 providing he used his 
true name in travelling to the USA. ‘Accordingly, 

INS stated that, if it could be established conclu- 
sively that HEINE had been in the USA during the 
period from 1957 to 1960, INS would be very interested 
in being so advised and would then take action to 
summon and debrief HEINE during his next visit to 
the USA in order to establish how, when, where, and why 
he entered the USA from 1957 to 1960 without there be- 
ing a record to this effect, . 

b. In response to my' query as to the significance 
of such entry into the USA without a visa, Mr. McCart- 
ney indicated that one of the various might apply: 

1) US Code 1525, Title A: Entry of an alien 

at' the improper place and time; misrepresentation 
and concealment of facts. 

2) US Code 571, Title B: Conspiracy to commit 

and offense or to defraud the USA.

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4) US Code 1001, Title B: Making false 

statements or writings. 

5) US Code 1423, Title’ B: Misuse of evidence 

of citizenship or naturalization. 

c. If HEINE received any assistance from parties 
in the USA in travelling illegally or for purposes 
other than stated, the parties in the USA would, or 
could, be subject to the following: 

1) US Code 1324, Section 274, TitleA: Bring- 

ing in and harboring certain aliens, 

2) US Code 1327 : , Title A: Aiding or assisting 

subversive aliens to enter the USA, 

d. The INS files on HEINE reflect that he, on all 
occasions during the period from 1960 through 1964, 
had obtained a B-2 Visa which is "for pleasure only" 
under, the US Code, Title A, According to Mr. McCartney, 
a B-2 Visa does not authorize HEINE to engage in other 
activities like, for example ,. showing a film during 
which he collects funds. According to Mr. McCartney, 
HEINE could, and would, have been deported from the 

USA during the period from May to July 1963 when he 
was travelling throughout the country, showing film and 
collecting funds. This was strict ly prohibit ed and 
contrary to the designated purpose for which he had 
obtained a visa. A B-2 Visa does not even permit the 
holder of it to use the visit to a foreign country to 
seek out work-in order to relocate to that country. 

Mr, McCartney showed to the undersigned several cases 
of individuals who had been deported after it- had been 
proven that they had obtained a B-2 Visa under false 
pretenses inasmuch as they had resigned from their 
jobs, sold their businesses, et cetera, and inasmuch 
as there was concrete indication that they had misused 
the purpose of the B-2 Visa to establish themselves in 
the USA. (Note: HEINE resigned from his job in Canada 

immediately prior to coming to the USA in May 1965; 
also, we have information that he had intended to use 
the travels through the USA to feel out where among 
the Estonian colonies in the USA he could best settle 
and establish himself. He has since denied emphati- 
cally to the Canadian authorities that he ever intended 
to move or to live in the USA.)

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e. Mr, McCartney indicated that, because of his 
illegal activities in the USA, the INS could still 
take action to institute expulsion procedures against 
HEINE and to black list him, 

6. Mr, McCartney suggested that the Agency check 
the American consulates in Canada for a complete re- 
cord of HEINE’S visa applications to the USA; further, 
he recommended that a check be made at the visa office 
of the- State Department as, McCartney feels, HEINE 
would have been obliged to provide considerable back- 
ground data when initially applying for an entry visa 
to the USA. 

g. Attached herewith is a reproduction of the en- 
tirety of the cards which INS has on record concerning 
HEINE, These reflect that HEINE made only the follow- 
ing trips to the USA:
